PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 
Vaccination and Inoculation * 
The War Department requires preliminary physical ex 
amination for all students who are to attend the Citi­ 
zen’s Military Training Camps before their applications 
can be accepted. 
War Department regulations also re­ 
quire that before a candidate goes to Camp he be in­ 
oculated against typhoid and para-typhoid fever and that 
he be vaccinated against smallpox. Applicants who have 
attended a previous camp or who have been inoculated 
or vaccinated within three years prior to the opening of 
the camp will not be required to undergo this immuniza­ 
tion, but must be physically examined. All certificates 
showing recent immunization signed by the doctor who 
administered the vaccine or serum must accompany the 
application blank. 
Upon receipt of request for applica­ 
tion blanks, applicants will be furnished a list of the 
places where they can be examined, vaccinated and in 
oculated free, 
TRANSPORTATION 
Accepted candidates may either pay their own wray to 
camp and, upon arrival, be reimbursed immediately by the 
Finance Officer at the rate of five cents per mile for each 
mile traveled coming to camp by the shortest usually 
traveled route (this method is preferable) or, if they will 
not have sufficient funds personally to ¿over this 
ex­ 
pense, they can state in their application that they de 
sire government transportation, in which case the Corps 
Area Quartermaster will send them a United States gov­ 
ernment transportation request.

BETTER SPEECH WEEK 
By Frances Watkins 
The week of February 23-27 
hat 
been designated to be observed over 
the State of Alabama as Better Speech 
Week. Before going any further, lei 
us stop and think; “What is 
Better 
Speech Week?” This ia a very impor­ 
tant question and should be studied 
very carefully and attentively, since 
t is the use of correct English that 
makes us what we are. 
Our busi­ 
ness social and educational standing 
lepend directly on our use of correct 
English. 
Better Speech Week is set aside by 
the State in which we are to attempt 
to improve our speech. By this 
we 
mean to eliminate all slang; to make 
and establish the correct use odf words 
*uch as “seen”, “saw,” isn’t,” etc., 
which are often Incorrectly used; to 
avoid the use of all technical terms 
and words that none but a 
college 
professor can understand. 
Try 
ti 
speajc so as to go right j» the point 
and not lose sighyt of the subject. 
Now let us consider some of the 
causes of bad English and try to anply 
a remedy for theth if possible. I think 
most of the incorrect English n origl 
nated in the homes. Our parents al 
low us to use it at home and when wt 
start to school it is a difficult task 
for the teacher to teach us any bet 
ter. 
If we insist on using it while 
we are young, what else could be 
expected of us when we are older but 
to use the same old incorrect expres 
sions? 
Another cause or source of 
incorrect English is the poorer classes 
of people who live in the slums of 
the larger cities and who never have 


x chance to get an education, and 
who consequently do not know how to 
speak correct English. 
They drift 
on and v on hi their same every day 
life and never know any Miter. 
A remedy for these is to teach the 
children at home what good English 
k and how to use it. The government 
could and ought to appropriate enough 
money to build schools and furnish 
teaehers in the slum district and teach 
the children how to speak our lan 
guage correctly. 
Usually little chil­ 
dren remember anything like that, if 
they hear it just once, the 
result 
would he that they would soon teach 
their parents the correct use of Eng­ 
lish. 
A good example of the result of us­ 
ing incorrect English is a little story 
that is often told in connection with 
this subject. Two men went into an 
office of a large 
business 
concern 
seeking a 
position 
as bookkeeper. 
The first one, whose name we shall 
call Mr. Bad English, goes in and ap­ 
plies for the job. Although Mr. Bad 
English may be a very smart man in 
mathematics, he uses such frightful 
language! 
He is immediately turned 
down. Next in line is a* very hand­ 
some, 
well-dressed, fine, 
cultured 
young man whose name 1s Mr. Good 
English. 
The manager of the busi­ 
ness concern, upon hearing him speak
